SHIP, AGROUND IN 
SNOWSTORM, HAS 
A. PASSENGERS 


Wireless Brings Aid to Fruit 
Steamer, Stranded on Bar- 
negat Sands.

SANDY Y HOOK, N. J., Dec. 24.—Nosing 
her way through a blinding snowstorm, 
the steamship Turrialba of the United 
Fruit Cempany’s line, went hard 
aground today on the sandy wastes of 
the Jersey shore line, between Barne- 
gat and Atlantic City. A stiff north- 
west gale was blowing but this after- 
noon word was received from the vessel 
by wireless that she was resting easily. 

The vessel carries nearly 60 passengers 
and wrecking tugs, life savers and the 
United States revenue cutter Seneca, 
started for the scene at once. The 
weather was so thick, however, that 
the rescuers had trouble in finding the 
stranded ship and the Seneca, putting 
out from New York under forced draft, 
reported by wireless that she would 
have to proceed cautiously. . 

The Turrialbe’s plight first became 
known in a wireless message from Capt. 
Lindsay, her commander. 

Capt. John 8. Cole, superintendent of 
the life-saving district, ordered five 
crews to the scene of the grounding, but 
none was able to reach the vesvel, ow- 
ing to the high sea. The revenue cut- 
ter Seneca reported by wireless that she 
was clope at hand. The stranded vessel 
lies on one of the worst portions of a 
dangerous stretch of coast, about three 
miles off the little beach life-saving sta- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Dec. 24.—Wireless oper- 
ators here say that the death of an 
operator in the German wireless sta- 
tion at Norddeich, near the North Sea, 
‘on Sunday, is probably the first case on 
record of a wireless operator being killed 
at his post. 

The Berlin dispatches indicated that 
the operator, a man named Mueller, 
must have carelessly come in contact 
with the wires employed for the con- 
nection of electric waves, which are 


charged with such powerful voltage that 
death comes instantaneously to any one 
touching them.

She had on her 
‘oat and hat and a coal ofl lamp, burn- 
ing dimly, was on a table near the bed. 

Though Mrs. Langdon several times 
had spoken of ending her life, and had 
once said that she would kill herself if 
she had the nerve, there was no out- 
ward evidence of self-destruction. A 
thorough. search of the room failed to 
reveal a bottle or package which might 
have contained poison. 

Sorrowed a Dime. 

A week ago Mrs. Langdon fell whfle 
mounting the stairs at the rooming 
10use. Her right arm was broken. 
After thig accident she had frequent 
iemorrhages at the nose and com- 
jlained of a constant pain in the 
back of her head. 

At 8:30 a. m. Monday Mrs. Langdon 
Sorrowed a dime from Mrs. Cora Judy. 
nother roomer. This dime was not 
found among her effects, but inquiry 
at drug stores in the neighborhood 
jid not bear out a theory hel@ by 
some of the roomers that she had 
bought poison with it. 

Mrs. Pruitt has known Mrs. Lang- 
don since she came to St. Louls about 
seven years ago. At that time she 
Pruitt that her husband 
had been dead a year. 

Concealed Identity. 

Mrs. Langdon, who was 45 years 
old, said her husband left her a large 
estate but that she had lost the money 
in trying to follow in his footsteps 
as @ speculator in stocks and grain. 
She told Mrs. Pruitt that she lost $10,- 
000 in one deal and that she had 
pawned her diamonds to get more 
money with which to speculate. She 
lost this money also and was penni- 
less when she came to St. Louis, 

To conceal her identity she took the 
hame “Lillian Lawrence’ and became 
a kitchen helper at the Southern Hotel. 
She learned to drink, and after losing 
her place in the kitchen she became a 
scrubwoman. 

Recently Mrs. Langdon told Mrs, 
Pruitt she had the “blues” and wished 
she was dead. She wrote a note in 
which she said that if anything hap- 
pened to her she wanted Mrs. Pruitt 
to take charge of her body. At the 
same time she complained of the pain 
at the base of the skull, which had 
been worrying her since her fall down- 
stairs. 

Ohristmas Present. 

Among Mra. Langdon’s effects was 
found a letter written to her and 
digned “Aunt Frank.” It inclosed a 
handkervhief as a Christmas wresent. 
A return notice on the envelope 
showed the letter was from Mrs. John 
Graham of Buchanan, Mich. In ths 
letter the aunt sald she would b* 
visiting at 316 Belaen avenue, Chica- 
go, on Christmas day. 

Mrs. Pruitt has wired Mrs. Graham, 
notifying her of Mrs. Langdon’s death. 

An inquest will be necessary to tell 
whether Mrs. Langdon took her own 
life or died as.a result of the fall down- 
stairs, which caused the pain at the 
back of her head. A pain of this sort 
is one of the symptoms of skull frac- 
ture, physicians say.

Last summer 
an announcement that he would marry 
Miss Lillian M. Wolff of 662 Hunterton 
street, Newark, N. J., was published in 
an Asbury Fark paper, Miss Wolff's 
mother being a summer resident of that 
resort. 

The news also was published in St. 
Louls and made a stir in social circles 
there. Through the publicity Miss Wolff 
and her family learned of Schiange’s 
marriage and divorce. 

Marriage Postponed. 

On the day before that set for the wed- 
ding, at the Church of the Blessed Sac- 
rament of Newark, the Rey. Frederic 
O’Neal, who was to have officiated, an- 
nounced the indefinite postpofiement of 
the ceremony. 

Schlange is now accused of having 
given a worthless check for $49.08 to 
William H. Boyden of 4 William street, 
last September in payment of a board 
bill.

drawn. Matts was dumbfounded.

He repudi- 
uted the signatures. When a warrant 
charging forgery was presented to the 
police they produced a circular they had 
just received from New York, announc- 
ing the police of this city wanted 
Schilange. Next came a demand from 
the Pinkertons, as agents of the Bank- 
ers’ Association, that Schlange be ar- 
rested on sight.

Four Men Board Train Near 
Springfield, Fail, in 45 Min- 
utes to Blow Safe. 


IVANISH AS POSSE ARRIVES 


Robbers Fired on as They Flee 
With Bonds and Lottery Tic- 
kets, and Return Fire. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Dec. %—Four 
men, masked and heavily armed, held 
up the Alton Hummer, bound from Chi- 
cago to Kansas. City, eafly today at 
Iles Crossing, three miles south of this 
city, and after four unsuccessful ef- 
forts to blow open the safe of the ex- 
press car, fled before a Sheriff's posse, 
their only booty being a package of 
bonds and some lottery tickets, 

The robbers spent 45 minutes in their 
efforts to get into the safe, which coh-~- 
tained valuables worth perhaps $50,000 
and during this time the engineer and 
firemah were guarded and shots were 
fired along the sides of the cars to pre- 
vent interference by the passengers, No 


: attempt to rob the passengers was made. 


The Hummer passed through this city 
at 11.20 and a few minutes leter slowed 
dowh at the crossing at Iles. As the 
train stopped, two men clambered over 
the tender, holding q@ revolver in eath 
hand, and covered the engineer, Frank 
McLaughlin, and his fireman, W. A. 
Sullivan. both of Bloomington. Me- 
Laughlin was told to start the train 
and Keep it going until he was ordered 
to stop. He ran two miles south of Lies, 
when he was forced to~-stop. 

One Man Watches Engineer. 

One robber guarced the engineer while 
the other forced Sullivan to get down 
and tncouple the express car. He did 
so, and as he stepped back remarked 
he had not disconnected the air and the 
heating pipes. 

“Never mind that; let the engine 
break them,’’ his guard ordered, and he 
signaled,j0 his companion in the en- 
gine cab.. The engine pulled up 75 feet, 
breaking the pipes, and was stopped 
again. 

Two other robbers, who are believed 
te have been riding on the express car 
‘platform, appeared at this moment, one 
of them carrying a bag containing ex- 
plosives. Sullivan was ordered to open 
the express car and as he did so he 
was ordered inside. The robber with the 
explosives and the one guarding him 
climbed in after him. The express mes- 
senger, Fred Ayres, was forced to hold 
up his hands. The remaining robber 
went back to the coaches and fired 
whenever a passenger or member of 
the train crew appeared. 

When the air pipes broke Horace 
Smith of Chicago, flagman, ran out on 
the platform to investigate and some 
shots were fired at him. He re-entered 
the car and dropped from the rear 
coach and disappeared in the direction 


lof Iles, where he telegraphed the alarm 


to this city. 

Meanwhile the robbers were trying 
desperately to open the safe. A charge 
of dynamite first was placed under it, 
but it failed to damage the strong box 
and a larger charge was tried. When 
this failed the robber who was doing 
the blasting, soaped the cracks of the 
safe and poured nitroglycerin into 
them. This was set off and it proved 
equally ineffective. 

| Posse Arrives on Engine. 

A second charge of the liquid was 
tried without avail and the robbers 
were cursing at their failure when a 
lookout outside gave the alarm that a 
locomotive was approaching. It was 
the switch engine which the flagman 
had stmmoned from this city and it 
bore Sheriff Mester, Chief of Police 
John H. Underwood and a posse of a 
dozeh or more armed men. | 

One of the robbers seized a bag which 
lay In a corner of the car and: contained 
bonds of the Long-Bell Lumber Co. of 
Sheboygan, Wis. Carrying this plunder, 
ali dashed across an open field and 
vould be seen plainly in the moonlight. 
A short distance away they opened the 
bag, took some of the bonds and tickets 
and threw the sack away. 

The pursuers dashed up in time to 
fire some shots at the fugitives and the 
shots were returned, but the range was 
sv great that none of the bullets hit its 
mark. The holdup men vanished and 
it is believed they made their way -to 
this city. 

The train was délayed more than two 
hours, which was consumed in the 
holdup, the pursuit by the Sheriff and 
the bringing back of the engine and 
coupling the train again. The breaking 
of the pipes set the air brakes and these 
had to be repaired before the train could 
proceed. 

Members of the train crew assert there 
was little excitement among the passen- 
gers and that some of those in the 
sleeper ‘were not aroused by the shots.

The domestic navigation companies in which 
railroad ownership predominates have a total capi- 


Ital of $84,608,262. On the Great Lakes, the ton- 


nage controlled by the railroads and controlled 
by or affiliated with the Street Trust constitutes 
by far the greater porticn of the total freight 
tonnage. On the Eastern seaboard, railroad con- 
trol of coastwise traffic is practically complete. 
The Pacific Coast is not without useful indepen- 
dent lines, though the vessel interests of the rail- 
roads are most powerful. Railroads control Erie 
Canal traffic to a greater extent than is generally 
supposed. However, the very existence of the 


‘ 


| canal helps 1> keep down rates. Of the remaining 


private canals in this country, the railroads own 
90 per cent of the mileage. 

Twenty railroad systems control a total of 810,- 
000 tons of shipping engaged in coastwise traffic. 

That such a situation has been permitted to be 
yerpetuated to the very. eve of the Panama water- 
way’s opening is discreditable to Congress. That 
body, realizing that the isthmian route makes 
possible an even more formidable combine of rail- 
road and vessel interests, has attempted to deal 
with the situation in a superficial way “by pro- 
hibiting the passage of railroad-owned ships 
through the canal. An ounce of prevention may 
be worth a pound of cure in dealing with the 
threatened greater combine, but the general — 
lem demands fundamental remedies. 

The report relates only to definite and tangible 
agencies utilized by the railroads in withholding 
from the people the benefits of the waters. It 


does not touch on secret and intangible influences. | 


Railroads fought the Panama project for years. 
They destroyed the traffic of the internal rivers. 
Their influence today explains the chief resistance 
tc an adequate and comprehensive plan of river 
improvement. Selfish alliances between land and 
water transportation facilities must be broken up. 
Interior waterways must be given a depth mak- 
ing them real competitors with the railroads. 
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Messrs. Mellen, Chamberlain and Smithers must 
be convinced of the wisdom of the “safety first” 
rule in traffic agreements as well as in the opera- 
tion of rolling stock. 
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MELLEN’S INDICTMENT. 

The indictments returned by a Federal Grand 
Jury yesterday against President Mellen of the 
New Haven, President Chamberlain of the Grand 
Trunk and Chairman Smithers of the Grand 
Trunk’s boara of directors, will show whether the 
criminal clause of the Sherman anti-trust law can 
ba enforced. 

The offense for which Mr. Mellen and Mr. 
Chamberiain were indicted is recent. The statute 
of limitations has not intervened, as in Sugar 
Trust cases. The acts complained of did not be- 
gin at a time when the Goverrment was making 
no sincere attempt to enforce the law, as in the 
Beef Trust case. No pr-sidential license was is- 
sued, as in the Steel Trust case. No claim of 
immunity can be set up because cf anything done 
by the Bureau of Corporations or the Interstate 
Commerce Gommission. 

It is said that juries will not convict repectable 
business men who violate the Sherman law. We 
shal] know more about that after the courts have 
finished with the responsible men of New Haven 
and the Grand Trunk. If the evidence fully sus- 
tains the indictment and the jury refuses to con- 
vict, a crisis will have been reached which will 
necessitate a radical revision of the Anti-Trust act. 
On the other hand if Mr. Mellen and Mr. Cham- 
berlain are convicted, the law will have demon- 
strated its power and its efficiency. The verdict 
q* the jury will be written in letters of fire in the

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SAVING ON OITY CONTRACTS. 

A letter writer complains that the police un!- 
forms are made outside St. Louis, and urges that

The claim appears reasonable, but on careful 
consideration it is seen to be contrary to public 
policy, looking at the city as a community en- 
gaged in business, and not as a collection of 
unconnected individuals and elements. 

The garment worker or other wage earner is 
also a taxpayer, and it is to his interest as a 
taxpayer that the city get its contracts filled at 
the lowest cost. Whatever is put into his pocket 
as & Wage earner under a costly contract, filled 
locally, is taken out of hie pocket, at least in 
part, as a taxpayer who must help pay the bills.
